- An indication whether an agreement was reached and If so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the Interview (If Form Is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It Is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the Interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the Interview 
unless It includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The "bound" language in claim 8 indicates that no solid material is 
present between the fiber optic conduit and the cavity. Claim 15 will remain withdrawn Claims 35 and 62+ are rejected 
and not withdrawn. The "lenselessly" language in claims 35 and 62+ do not go so far as to require no solid material 
between fiber optic conduit and the sample material cavity. Applicant may file proposed amendments; the time for 
response continues to run from the date of mailing of the Final Rejection.
